When I was a 16 year old high 
school student I was also a Machine Gunner in the West Nova Scotia 
Regiment. The West Novies fought up through Italy during the war and made 
quite a name for themselves. I joined the Navy when I turned 17 years old so I 
lived with a number who had fought during the war. Some of these guys told 
some pretty gruesome stories. Back then it was a case of do not be a sissy, 
grin and bear it. Today it is called Post Traumatic Stress Disorder. A fancy 
title that I believe if one who has been examined and does not commit suicide 
will be considered cured. What else the experts could do is beyond me. These 
guys who floated across the Atlantic to England on this raft were suffering 
from this disorder from their service in the French military. They claim this 
voyage helped them. Remember while watching this movie that they managed 
to communicate with three stations only; HARC, Sable Island and St. Pierre 
et Miquelon. Aaron, VE1OC, is shown in the film operating his 1956 station.

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VE1PSR UPDATE 


With the help of Tom, VEITA and Wayne, VE1WPH the repeater 
building has been renovated. Gyproc was installed where needed, crack filled 
and painted. The building was cleared of all equipment and vinyl flooring was 
installed. A single rack was reinstalled with refurbished packet gear and some 
temporary repeater and linking gear. 

Thanks to the Nova Scotia Amateur Radio Association (NSARA) for the 
loan of a Yaesu DR-1X repeater and Sinclair Reslok duplexer for use as the 
VHF repeater. Also thanks to the NSARA for the loan of various UHF link 
radios and 2 Arcom RC210 repeater controllers. Thanks also to Lorne, 
VEIBXK for the loan of another Arcom RC210 repeater controller. The 
temporary UHF repeater is an ICOM FR6000 which is eventually earmarked 
for the repeater trailer. 

As of January 2, 2017 the temporary gear is up and running with the 
exception of the 6 Metre repeater which will not be operational until the 
refurbish project is complete. Currently the VHF repeater is operational with 
half duplex linking available. The UHF repeater is stand alone with no linking 
available. 

The removed gear is now in my garage and I am starting the process of 
refurbishing, retuning and replacing gear as required. I will be installing 
upgrades to the controller and using new programming in the controller and 
must test it extensively to make sure it works as expected. When the project is 
finished there will be added capability for reading temperature, power supply 
voltages and possibly power output on the VHF and UHF repeaters. 

There were some small interruptions in service and a wiring error left the 
UHF repeater unusable which was corrected on a return visit.

Ham Radio to the Rescue — 


Amateur Radio continues to prove to 
be an invaluable resource in 
providing a great public service. This 
brief story is an excellent example of 
the service we provide to the public 
on an ongoing basis by the members 
of the HARC. 


On Dec 17, 2016, Dick Grantham 
VEIAI received a phone call from 
Bill Galloway, VE9WWG who has 
been living in Mirimichi, NB, for the 
past few years, with information 
from a good friend of his who lives 
here in Nova Scotia, concerning an 
overdue Yacht. He was asking Bill if 
he knew anyone who could offer 
assistance in helping to locate the 
vessel. 


The Yacht is from Canada and has 
been sailing in and around the 
Caribbean for quite a while and was 
skippered by the brother of the 
person generating the inquiry. They 
are well experienced and, at last 
report, they were sailing from the 
Island of St. Martin’s to the British 
Virgin Islands and were overdue by a 
day and a half. Adding to the concern 
was the fact that the AIS (Automatic 
Identification System) which they 
had on board, tracked them only 1/3 
of the way across the open water 
then abruptly stopped. No further 
tracking data had been received for 
the past 36 hours. There was no 
response from their cell phone; there 
was no HF radio on board. (They 
were not amateur radio operators.) 


Dick immediately called Erik, 
VEIJEH to get the latest information 
on marine mobile amateur radio nets, 
as many of those people sailing 
around the world keep in touch, 
especially those with amateur radio 
on board, and they keep in touch 
with each other and with non 
amateurs as well. Erik has sailed 
around the Caribbean and hence was 
a great source of information. 


Dick then phoned the gentleman here 
in NS who was originating the 
inquiry about his brother’s overdue 
yacht. He then went on 14.300 MHz; 
the frequency used by the MMSN 
(Marine Mobile Service Net), on 20 
Meter SSB and announced that he 
had priority traffic. Conversation on

the frequency stopped as concern for the missing yacht 

was taken in. 

The station on frequency announced that the formal net 

was about to start and that VE6FH would be net control 

for the session. Dick swung his antenna toward Alberta 

and contacted net control with the priority traffic. WE6FH 

then asked a barrage of questions: 

e What was the last reported Longitude and Latitude? 

e What is the description and name of the vessel? 

e How many souls on board? 

e What is their VHF marine callsign? 

e Did they have an EPIRB (Emergency positioning radio 
beacon)? 

e What was the ID number of the AIS (Automatic 
Identification System)? 

e How long are they overdue? 


The net was attentive and quiet as the data was given to 
the net control station. 

Net control then asked for assistance from any station in 
the south that could be of assistance. 


KI4MMZ, Bill, immediately responded from Daytona, 
FL. He said he copied all of the information and simply 
requested confirmation from VE6FH, net control, before 
springing into action. 

Bill then contacted the Coast Guard in San Juan, PR. 
They took the matter very seriously and said they would 
be in touch. Bill telephoned Dick to keep him up to date 
and to tell the people here in NS that everything possible 
was being done. Hopeful news was that the EPIRB had 
not been set off, which was a very good indication that 
the yacht was still above water. 


After only 2 hours Bill, KI4MMZ telephoned Dick with 
the good news. The Coast Guard had contacted him that 
the yacht had been located, all aboard were safe, and they 
were located arriving at the British Virgins Islands. It’s 
amazing how far VHF radio will go from a Hercules 
aircraft at 30,000 ft.

VE100VIMY/VE1 

- a quick summary 
Starting Jan 1, 2017, the Amateurs in BC received a 
special event call sign VEIOOVIMY, to commemorate the 
100" anniversary of the Battle of Vimy Ridge in WW1. 
The call sign will travel across Canada each week, with 
each province signing /VE1, /VY2, /VE2, /VE3, etc. 


I accepted the post of being the organizer for Nova Scotia, 
a much more daunting task than I originally thought. 


We did have the honour of being the first in Canada to 
use the call, at OOOIUTC 1 Jan. 2017 (New Years Eve., 
local time). 


There were several severe stipulations, i.e. no 2 stations 
on the same band, same mode, at the same time. Every 
station should use NIMM logging and export the ADIF 
log to the VE7's. 

My stipulation was that this should be a fun event and not 
a chore for anyone who wanted to participate. I put out 
the call, and received responses from the Valley, Sydney, 
and of course HARC. 


We needed HF operators for SSB, CW, RTTY, & PSK 


operators, who could handle large piles on the air, and log 
on NIMM software. This is just a quick report as the 
event ends as I write at 2359UTC Jan 7, 2017, tonight. 


We formed hubs. Some guest operators operated from the 
shacks of Dick, VE1AI; and Fred, VEIFA. In Sydney 
Phil, VEIBVD, & Gerald, VEIDT held the fort. Roger, 
VEISKY was designated PSK. Howard, VEIDHD; & 
Rich, VAICHP shared RTTY duties as well as some 
SSB. 


Other operators who were great contributors were Jim, 
VEIJG; Murray, VEIMMD; Mike, VEIANU; Bob, 
VEIRSM; Helen, VAIYL; Wayne, VEIBAB; and John 
VEIS. 


Conditions were putrid to say the least, but because of the 
hours operated, from a dedicated TEAM, who refused to 
acknowledge that the ionosphere would not cooperate, we 
made 5000 QSO’s total using that super long call of 
VEIOOVIMY/VE1. Yes that’s five THOUSAND. (And 
we don’t have to do the QSL’s that is being looked after). 


Congratulations TEAM on a SUPER SHOW. It was fun!

It has been tested to death and shown to be optimum. 
There are two primary advantages: (a) the student is 
entirely in control of the rate at which he or she may 
progress in learning the code, and (b) the characters 
that are sent by the program are not unnaturally slow 
but are sent, individually, at a speed consistent with 
what the operator will hear in the real world. This is 
known as the Koch method of learning and was 
widely used by both the military and Coast Guard 
when both those agencies employed CW for commu- 
nication.

Procedure for Paying HARC Membership Dues by electronic money transfer:
